H olland and th e D utch. 


[C orrespondence of th e W orld ] 


A m s t e r d a m , June 25.— Altin ugh it is said 
Voltaire, on leaving Holland, gave expression 
to the biting sarcasm of 


•‘A dieu! c a n au t, canards, canaille!" 


I cannot help believing that the gifted blit 
cynical French poet chose rather to utter a 
clever sentence than to adhere to the truth iii 
respect to an ingenious and wonderful [wo- 
ple. 
Indeed, I believe Holland to lie one of 
the most interesting countries in the world, 
whether to Hie scholar, engineer, fanner or 
Bailor. 
In this land the very laws of nature 
seem to i>« reversed; the rea is higher than 
the land, tho lowest earth is twenty-four feet 
below high-waler mark; the keels of ships 
float above the chimney-top*; the frogs croak­ 
ing among the rushes look do ah u[h>h the 
■wallow* In the caves of houses; rivers take 
riot their coup e through hods of their own 
choosing, bui through canula regulated by 
human art. 
Trees dare not grow iii tile natu­ 
ral way, but are arranged in fixed and straight 
lines by the rial and plummet; their branches 
are not allowed to spread, but are clipped and 
cut, so that they stand as a spade stuck in 
the ground witli handle downwards. 
In the 
nuborbs of the great city of Amsterdam (us in 
ult other*) the giant arms of windmills stretch 
out as if they were the ever watchful sentries 
ut the outposts. 
They are never absent from 
the liUidsca|>c; they drain the land, saw lim ­ 
iter, crush rape seeds for oil, grind niiufl, beat 
hemp, 
and thrash grain. 
The 
enormous 
dyke* are generally Hunted with willow trees, 
no that their interlacing roots may bim! the 
banks, the base of which is faced with mason- 
ry and protected by vast heaps of stones. The 
canula arc the roads and drains, the walks 
and hedge#,and although the landsca|>e is gen­ 
erally void of picturesque etlecta it possesses 
a quaint interest from Hie [sTulianties men­ 
tioned, aa well as from the hundreds of fanciful 
summer-houses or [wvillion* generally attach­ 
ed to the garden of every pros|>erous Hol­ 
lander. 


It is but a short distance f*om Amsterdam 
to lluariem, where the famous tulip gardens 
occupy hundred* of acres. 
Tills is a favorite 
excursion, and a wealth of dazzling flowers 
can In* seen here with which no comparison 
can be made anywhere else on earth. 
As fur 
as the vision reaches tulips and hyacinth* of 
the ti nest varieties grow in Hie open fields, 
aud present a muss of vivid color dazzling to 
the eye*. 
In the days of tho tulip mania 
Beekman states on Dutch authority: 


“That the mercantile transactions in those 
gaudy flowers were carried on in every Euro- 
|>can market. 
At one time 400 perils in 
weight (something less than a grain) of the 
bulb of a tulip named Admiral Liefken co»t 
4,400 florins, and 200 |H?rits of another D urned 
Femjier Augustus, 2,000 florins (fsOO). 
Of 
this last it once happened there were only two 
root* to be bad, the one at Amsterdam, the 
oilier at Haarlem, and for one of them was 
offered 4,600 florins, two gray horses and a 
complete set of harness, and for the other 12 
acre# of land." 


The Grand Ship Canal of North Holland 
commences opi>o*itc Amsterdam and extends 
to Holder and the TexH, a distance of fifty -one 
miles. 
At the surface it is 124 feet wide, at 
.the bottom 31 feet, ami u breadth sufficient to 
eruiit two frigates to pas*. 
The locks ex- 
«ed it. dimensions the largest in the l.iver- 
ool docks. 
This great work was finished in 
lix years. 
Blaken was the engineer. 
The

and executed. 
i my way to Broeck I sto| ped ut one of 
: little dairies where the celebrated Dutch 
■ese is made. 
A description may not lie 
ippropriate here. 
The cows were nearly all 
fields, or, I should say, the swamps, 
grounding the low blick dwelling on the 
They wen* blanketed with great care, 
‘ blanket horses in America, 
aud they 
jy presented a droll sight. 
Un the hot: c- 
i being made acquainted with the object of 
lait she expressed great willingness to 
me over her house. 
First of all I was 
rn the “ company-rooms” upstair-, where 
spected some miraculous china and brass 
i ranged upon the spotless wooden mantel. 
, 
In one corner ii high-posted bedstead 
a honorable place, stacked nearly to the 
with the fattest of feather beds, the 
st and finest of linen, and the most ex- 
linary of haud-worked valence*, 
aud 
Bt of all, there was a short ladder at the 
mount into this most sumptuous of 


In another part was tho ordinary living- 
room of the family. 
But I failed to discover 
any bedsteads here, and I asked the cause of 
this omission. 
My bustling hostess quickly 
unbuttoned a fastening apparently in the wall, 
which exiKwd a crib very much liko a ship's 
berth, or cupboard, where the family packed 
themselves away in winter much like their 
own herring in boxes, and (for aught I know) 
remaining there dormant until the spring. 
But I was destined lo have oilier surprises. 
Down stairs I found the whole family assem­ 
bled in one apartment. 
This was floored with 
brick. 
On a platform raised about a foot 
from the ground was a cradle (with a little 
chubby Dutch baby in It), u table at w hich an 
old Hollander sat smoking and sipping some­ 
thing which might have been old “ Hollands,’ 
too; a lusty, rosy-chceked lass vigorously 
scrubbing out a plethoric barrel, and right lie- 
hind her the stull for the cows, and nearly all 
of them occupied. In fact, thi< was the stable, 
where the family nearly always lived. 
The 
cow s’ tails were nil drawn up to the ceiling by 
pulleys, their stalls were paved with white 
shells, and through Hie gutters there coursed 
a pure stream of fresh water, and everything 
was aa clean and lnoflenslve as powlble. 
After visiting the rooms where the cheese 
was being pressed, moulded, 
and salted for 
market,! resumed my journey to Broeck, where 
I arrived in an hour. 
This town is justly famous in Europe a* n 
unique specimen of Dutch taste, ingenuity, ec­ 
centricity, and is culled “ the cleanest tow n in 
the world.” 
It is built on the boarders of a 
large lake. 
Most of its 800 inhabitant* an* 


m e rc h a n ts , stock-hrokers. 
underwriters, 
or 
tradesmen retired from business. 
There is 
neither horse nor cart road through the place. 


bo we had to leave our conveyance outside. It 
is expressly forbidden to bring any animal into 
the village, and a sign outside warn*all stran­ 
gers that they cannot smoke in Broeck w ith­ 
out stopjH»rs on their pl[H*s. 
The narrow lane* intersecting the town are 
paved with small stories or shells, sot 
iii all 
•orts of fantastic patterns of houses, flowers 
and birds. 
The houses are built of wood and 
generally painted white and green; the roofs 
glitter in the sun in all 
the glory of colored 
tiles glazed in a hundred tints. 
The front doors and windows arc always 
closed, save for lite entrance of a bridal party, 
and never reopened except for the exit of a 
corpse, tim side* and back doors alone being 
iisvsl for ordinary purpose*. 
In front 
of al­ 
most every cottage we saw wooden shoes, 
which the inmates had put ort to enter the 
house barefooted, so as not to take in the dirt 
(rare satire) of the streets. 


The Linjx rap Alexander, it is .-aid, com- 
plied with thts usage of taking his shoes oil 
during a visit to Broeck. 
One of the hou-s** 
shown here contains a visitors* Ixiok, and iii 
it ais* insert lied many royal Haim's, besuit* 
autographs of kundr.-ds of the most di-tin- 
guislied men in laitojie. 
However, tho hou-e 
was but un eccentric copy of every Dutch 
mansion, and as such was curious. 
I pur­ 
chased some dclpli china lien', 
Un tile heavy 
[dates are many strange mottoes aud inscrip­ 
tion*. 
I copy one. 
un the front of the plate 
is written, “ Look on Ute other side.” 
On the 
revers!*, “ Pray liefure you eat.” 
But I wish to give you a description of the 
diamond mills of Amsterdam, so I shall hurry 
city.

T he B ice N egro as un E lector.

The kuowlolge of un ordinary town negro 
is limited enough; but it is wisdom compared 
with his ordinary country cousin. 
"Caln," 
said Mr. It. to one of his lioad-fnretneii, in a 
(ice-field where upward* of 300 “hand*” were 
at work, “how many of there can read or 
w riter 
“ Not one, sail,” was the reply, 
‘•’cep’ Jim Crow; hint sjiell lim letters berry 
little." 
This was true. 
Out of the whole 
numlier. not one could read or tv rite. 
Their 
ignorance is dense. 
I saw but one foreman 
who could read or write intelligibly. 
The re­ 
presentative of the district at Columbia was 
an old family servant of Mr. B.’s, and was 
taught to read by his mistress, that lie might 
be the better aide to follow his vocation as a 
preacher among his fellow servants. 
His ac­ 
quirements were not so great, however, as to 
prevent hi* rising in hi* rest, w hen an addi­ 
tional tax of several mills on (ho dollar was 
under discussion, and declaring that “Massa It. 
had more mills now on his [dace than he could 
use, and he didn't see how auy more could lie 
not sled. 


The power of tliese (political) associations 
over the negroes is something amazing, 
lf 
there is a symptom of relieilion, all the lead­ 
ers need do is to raise the cry, “ You will tie 
put buck into slavery,” and it is reason enough 
to look u[K)ii any candidate witli suspicion for 
whom their old masters or present employer* 
vote. 
Their release from slavery is of course 
attributed to the Republican party, and there 
seem* to tie a charm in the name which i* 
perfectly fascinating. 
“There is Scowling,’* 
said Mr. ll., p o rtin g to the foreman over a 
gang of a hundred hands in a rice field; “ I 
consider him one of my most reliable, tiust- 
wortby men. 
He knows me well, and I really 
think be would do anything I would ask him 
except vote for me; and if he hail his own 
choice be woul J do that, but as matters stand 
now it would Im* u s much as his life is worth to 
attempt it. 
Ile would vote in preference for 
the veriest rascal in the district—one whom 
be knew to be »uch—provided he called him­ 
self a Republican. 
Although I do not know 
that I have a tingle personal enemy among 
them, I could not count on more tHail eight 
votes out of ail the men I employ." 
Mr. B. 
never meddle* in politics, and these remarks 
were made in reply to my question as to what 
chances he woald stand were he lo run for 
office. 
To the question whether he “know" 
General Grant, Scowling replied, ‘-Yes, sub, 
I vote f’r mn." “ And you knew Mr. Lincoln?' 
••Fader Abram I 
Ah, 
yes, sail." 
“ And Mr. 
Charles Sumner?" 
“No, sail, uebber hatred 
o’ that geninian.” 
“But you know Mr. Gree­ 
ley ?" 
"No, massa, I liebber did." 
Concern­ 
ing the two latter I tried to aid his memory, 
bul it was useless—he hail “Dobber beefed," 
he said, ami I could not find a single man who 
had. 
I will venture to say that his case is 
identical with that of four-fifths of his race in 
his State. 
Scowling struck the key-note.— 
"Scowling,” said Mr. B. “just suppose I was 
running for the office Robert holds at Colum­ 
bia, and a Republican ran against me. 
Sup­ 
pose you knew he would lie and steal what­ 
ever he could—which would you vote for ?"— 
He tried to evade the jioint, but upon Mr. B.’s 
exhorting bim “to tell the truth,” b e s .il, 


“You knows berry well, Massa B.. I hasn't no 
b'jections to voting for you, but de rest 
wouldn’t let mo, 
I must vote de 'Publican 
ticket. 
Bat’s de trub, reb." 
The same ques 
Hons put a score of times, both in Mr. B.’s ab­ 
sence and in hi* presence, elicited a like reply. 


A Pathetic Du ria I by the Sen. 
Colonel George Ward Nicholas, author of 
that excellent war book, “The Story of the 
Great March,” contributes to tho August num­ 
ber of Harper's a sketch of Mount Desert, in 
which there is tills striking passage: 
In the lives of these simple-hearted fisher­ 
men, isolated from the world and separated 
far from each oilier, there are episode* full of 
the deepest pathos. 

Into iii the your, when the 
chill Eastern wind hat! brought in from the 
ocean drifting banks of fog, with now and 
thou blinding sheets of rain, on the edge of a 
dreary stretch of marsh-land by Hie sea, we 
came ii[>oii a freshly dug grave. 
Two or three 
headstones to other graves near by told us 
that this was no public cemetery, and only a 
secluded corner used by its owner to make 
such interment as best he could. 
All by it­ 
self, it was a sad picture, and little but this 
waste of sand aud marsh could be seen, for 
the gathering mists lnwrap|ied the mountain 
and the sea in a ghostly shroud; yet it w as 
not complete, for out of the dim distance there 
cams two figures bearing a small collin be­ 
tween them, which they placed by the side of 
the grave. 
Th« I wirer* were two men, whore 
tanned and wrinkled faces bore evidence of 
Hfc-loug exjwsure to wind awl son and ruin; 
their oil-doth caps ami hats were dripping 
with water, while about their rough tnp-t**ots 
hung the long grass and kelp cast up by the 
waves on the rocks and beach. 
The poor 
pine cortin, too, bore like evidence of expos­ 
ure, for water ran from its sides, and the sand 
gathered alenu the bottom showed that the 
men must have rested in their toilsome jour­ 
ney. 
We saw all of this at a glance, and then 
looked in the direction from whence they 
came, expecting to see other form*, and those 
of women, approaching, but Hie tiring mists, 
unbroken, shut closer iii alroot us. 
Tile soli­ 
tary mourner* recognized our presence by 
bowing. 
There was no service of the Church, 
no audible Wort I of prayer was said, ami uo 
sound was heard, save that eternal requiem of 
the rest less sea, while tho bo iv wa* consigned 
It) its last re-ting-place. 
Ami then, |>crhu|>*, 
it was the sight of tears which came fast flow­ 
ing from our eye* which unsealed the closely 
compressed lips of the elder of Hie two men. 
“.'she was the I ast one who came lo me,” lie 
said, tremblingly. 
“ Ami afore now I have 
thought she tv na the prettiest < f ’em nil. There 
they are. sir, all of Vin, wife and children, in 
lh * ground; aud I'm all alone." 
The great 
grief of the obi man stopped his speech, and 
answering the warm pressure of sympathizing 
hands, n o t daring again to lo o k at the graves 
of ail he h id held must dour, be turned bis 
Stopt by. the way be came. and. with his com­ 
panion, was soon lo st to view. 
We shall nev­ 
er forget that pathetic burial by the sea.
